The prison was 
auopen air one, and w\s formed of a <iuad- 
ranglo bounded by wallsot about ten feet 
in height.

oners were confined, 
with shotted guns

walls, and ready to be discharged al them 
at Iho Blighlcsl ovidcncj of insubordination. 
Tbo prisoners, both men and women, were 
tied In gangs of uiue togcthcr.acd ihoii fnsr 
teced to posts al regular distances from 
each other, and Ihcrc was no possibility for 
ablution or cbnugo of clothing. From the 
way in which Ihcy were roped logellicr,CT 
cr/ group was compelled lo lie down, sland 
up or tit, as if it were composed of a siuf-lc 
person. 
Thcso poor wretches were gener- 


ally kept two or three days in this catile pen 
and iu the other prison at Satory. Thcncv 
tbey wcrd ml to Cbcr-ourg, (Brest, and 
other seaporls, ou Ihcir way, probably, to 
the penal Battlements of Cayenne aud New 
Calulonia.
